SCARCITY  OF  NURSERY  STOCK 

The  propagation  of  Nursery  Plants  and  Trees  is  an  art.  It  takes  three  or  four 
years  to  develop  Nursery  Stock  to  planting  size.  The  recent  war  greatly  decreased 
propagation  as  90  percent  of  the  fruit  Seedlings  which  Nurserymen  plant  are  import- 
ed from  France.  For  the  past  three  years  France  has  been  able  to  furnish  only  very 
few  Seedlings,  as  they  cannot  get  help  to  grow  them.  It  will  be  several  years  before 
they  will  again  be  able  to  produce  the  amount  of  stock  they  did  before  the  War. 

Pears,  Cherries,  Plums  and  Quinces  will  be  higher  in  price  for  the  next  four  or 
five  years.  85  percent  of  the  Growers  of  Nursery  Stock  cannot  obtain  Seedlings  for 
new  planting. 

Planters  should  appreciate  the  preseni^situation  and  place  their  order  early  as  the 
supply  of  many  standard  varieties  will  certainly  be  exhausted  before  long.
